Husband Find* Wife Entertaining An­ 
other Man ahi Fight Ensues. 
Pistol Shot Proves Fatal. 
Naw York, March SI.—Filled with 
Jealous anger at finding another man 
being entertained by his wife, William 
J. Peppier threw the visitor out into 
the hall, fought hljn from the third 
floor to the front door of the apart 
ment house in which ho lived, with 
tho wife screaming and weeping at 
their heels, and was there shot dead 
by the man who

This man was WilliMn Earl Dob­ 
son, a cashier in a stockbroker s of­ 
fice. He fled and the police have sent 
out a general alarm for him. Peppier 
wus about 26 years old and a clerk.

shooting, rushed into the building and 
in the hall stumbled over the dead 
body of Peppier, on which his wife 
was lying unconscious. 
Peppier had 
been shot in the side, the bullet past­ 
ing clear through the body. 
After being revived Mrs. Peppier 
said that she and Dobson were to­ 
gether when her husband returned un­ 
expectedly from work and a fight fol­ 
lowed,

In 
Dobson being 
thrown out of the room and pursued 
downstairs by her husband. 
In the 
lower hall the men clinched again 
aud Dobson 
fired. 
After that the 
woman remembered nothing, for she 
fainted. 
Dobson was arrested In the apart­ 
ments of friends. He took his arrest 
very calmly and refused to make any 
statement. 
At the police station he 
said he had a wife and two children 
in Washington. He was locked up.

March 31.—Judge Murphy 
will announce his findings in the Bur­ 
dick inquest in police court todav. 
No arrests will be made; no warrants 
will be issued. 
The court’s findings 
will be inter-!! ting as a commentary 
on the famous case. The Inquest was 
closed formally 
by 
Judge Murphy 
after hearing the testimony of Quina 
and King, the former bartender and 
cashier of the Hotel Roland, in New I 
York, about Pennell’s alleged state­ 
ment to them of his willingness to 
kill one man, even if he went to the 
gallows for it. 
No other witnesses 
were called. 
The Pennon inquest was postponed 
indefinitely. 
The reason announced 
was the absence of witnesses from tho 
city. 
District Attorney 
CoatswortU 
was in court and said ije was ready 
to go ahead and that the postpone­ 
ment was not at his request. 
One 
witness was absent from the city. He 
was Wallace Thayer. Pennell’s attor­ 
ney and confidential friend up to tho 
time of his death. 
A dozen or more 
witnesses in the Pennell inquest w ere 
present, ready to give testimony, s i 
if deemed advisable the inquest could 
have proceeded and at some later day 
Mr. Thayer could have been examined. 
Considerable 
pressure 
has 
been 
brought to near by friends of the Pen­ 
nells to avert the inquest and post­ 
pone it indefinitely, if not block .t 
permanently. 
The efforts, of course, 
Lad no weight with the court, and 
Judge Murphy’s decision not to hold 
the inquest at present was based on 
all 
the 
circumstances of the case 
When the Pennell 
inquest will be 
held, if at all, is not yet settled. When 
it is held 
the 
probability is that 
neither in Pennell’s papers nor ef­ 
fects will .'tything be produced 
to 
throw light on the Burdick case. The 
Pennell heirs have 
been 
reluctant 
from the outset to have any of the 
dead 
man’s 
papers 
made 
public. 
When Justice Murphy was about to 
begin the Pennell inquest last week 
at the close of the Burdick inquest 
Attorney Thomas 
Penney 
appeared 
before Judge Murphy in private and 
argued earnestly against the begin­ 
ning of the inquest at that, time and 
opposed 
holding any inquest. 
Mr. 
Penney insisted upon the postpone­ 
ment 
and 
Judge 
Murphy yielded. 
After considering 
the 
matter and 
learning that Attorney Thayer was 
out of the city Judge Murphy post­ 
poned the Pennell inquest indefinitely. 
Judge Murphy’a course in no way 
will affect his hearing at any future 
time any evidence on the Burdick 
case or Pennell inquest if he should 
deem it advisable to hold one. 
Even 
after announcing his findings in the 
Burdick case he could 
reopen th 9 
case at some future date and hear 
evidence, if the police should discover 
additional information of value, even 
if the interval should be a lengthy 
one. 
It is possible that between the lines 
of Justice Murphy’s findings may be 
found something indicative of the cir­ 
cumstances that might cause it to be 
deemed necessary to prolong the Bur­ 
dick case or to delay the beginning 
of the Pennell case. It will bo neces­ 
sary tor Judge Murphy to announce 
the date and hour for the Pennell In­ 
quest should it be deemed necessary 
to hold one.

line.

attack of a sim ilar nature on a car ; 
at Forest Park, when Policeman Paul j 
M endelssohn was killed by a bullet j 
from a mob of masked men.

W hile the arrests are nominally for
